East Bloc travel 

Visitors to eastern Europe should not 
photograph or otherwise display exces¬ 
sive curiosity toward military activities 
in the former Eastern Bloc nations. While 
the threat of hostilities between the West 
and the armed forces of those countries 
has diminished, they are still extremely 
security conscious and sensitive of con¬ 
tacts with people from the West. 

Security briefings are still required by 
U.S. Army Europe regulations before and 
after traveling in eastern Europe. In Nor- 
deutschland, contact your unit’s security 
manager or contact the Directorate of 
Plans, Training, Mobilization and Securi¬ 
ty at MIL 342-8026/8440 to arrange for 
your security briefing. 

Also, the U.S. Consul General in Vienna 
has reported numbers of U.S. forces per¬ 
sonnel arriving in Vienna who plan to vis¬ 
it Czechoslovakia and Hungary without 
passports or, in the case of Hungary, the 
necessary visa. 

With few exceptions, you must have a 
valid passport to travel in non-NATO 
countries in Europe. 


Road hazard 

The Norddeutschland Safety Office wish¬ 
es to remind community members of the 
hazards posed by wet leaves on German 
roads. 

During Autumn, roadways can become 
very slippery due to the presence of fall¬ 
en, wet leaves. Be extremely careful while 
driving through wooded areas. 

Also, the U.S. Army Europe Safety Of¬ 
fice has issued a warning for owners of 
1984-1990 Chevrolet Camaro and Pontiac 
Firebird automobiles. The seatbelt latch¬ 
es of these cars may be defective due to 
the prolonged exposure to the sun of a red 
plastic release button. Owners of these 
care should check them and, if found de¬ 
fective, replace them immediately. 


Education update 

Soldiers who plan on applying for the 
Army’ Voluntary Early Release Program 
must see an Army Education Counselor 
prior to their application being approved. 
Some soldiers may lose educational bene¬ 
fits due to early release from the service, 
so the appointment with an education 
counselor is mandatory.

Happy birthday, Port of Ham¬ 
burg!
